HISTORY OF THE LOCAL CHAPTER 



The Vacaville Chapter of the SPEBSQSA, Inc. was chartered on March 11, 1968. At that 
time, it had enrolled its 35 members to qualify for recognition by the International Organization. 
Since that date, the group has increased its membership by 80%. 

Since its beginning, the Chapter has produced its first and second annual shows. It has 
sung in competition twice, and in 1970 made an unprecedented climb from 11th place to 6th place, 
scoring higher than many of the oldest choruses in Northern California. The chorus has sung 
before many local and out-of-town groups and has sent delegates to several Far Western District 
Conventions. The Vacaville Chorus won the "Outstanding Showmanship Award" at Cal Expo 
in 1970 and in the same year placed 14th in the Society's National Achievement Awards Pro- 
gram. On January 16 of this year approximately 40 members of the Vacaville Chapter appeared 
in a chorus of over 400 men to present a Barbershop Spectacular in the Opera House in San 
Francisco. 

The Vacaville Chapter adopted the name "The Solano Tones" because its membership is 
made up primarily of men from Solano County communities, however there are members from 
Davis, Napa and Winters. 

The Vacaville Chapter extends an invitation to anyone who would like to take part in our 
fun hobby of singing. Join us any Tuesday evening at 7:30 P.M. in the Chorus Room at Willis 
Jepson Junior High School, 580 Elder Street, Vacaville. You will be given a packet of material 
telling you about the Society and our hobby. "It's great to be a Barbershopper."
